Tbe Stone Forest of Florissant. 


The silicifled trees of the Florissant 


basin are a marked curiosity of the 
IJnitod States. They are less known 
than the "stone forest" of. Arizona or 
than tho.similar mausoleum of the Yel- 
lowstone region, but it is cftly because 
they have not yet been brought to Iho 
attention of the tourist. The trees are 
at the present time represented only by 
their stumps. In \vauderi:ig over the 
green meadow tlio eye here and there 
rests upon a seemingly "bald" spot. 
Over it aro scattered white and yellow 
chips, and, for anything that the eyo 
can itself distinguish, thuso could easily 
be the chips left in thp pafh'oi work of 
0 recently'passijjg woodsman. Tlio de- 
ception is absolute, and it belongs to 
the stump as well. The knots and gnarls 
and annular rings aro perfectly preserv- 
ed. Tho bark stunda in prominent relief 
both by ruggedness and color, and all 
this not in wood, but in the monumental 
substance of stono. The prcoiso manner 
in which tho substitution of silipa for 
wood was'tjfieoted cannot now bo learn- 
ed, but in u general \vay we know it to 
have beep brought about a« the result 
of a slow iufiltrutioii into tlio treo trunks 
of heated waters containing silica in so- 
'Intion. 


The remains aro fairly numerous, but 


what Btrikes otio with special astonish- 
ment is thu giant; size which .some of 
them attain. Dinnjeters of six, seven 
and nighi ite-t arc by iiO mdans'tincom- 
mou,' and w measured three specimens 
which spanned ton feet or more. 1$ 
most instances the-Stumps hardly risu 
alr/vci tho fcurtitoe, cpiiiiug iip flush with 
it; Uio.refore without (ixcuviuiou it is 
iiljpowiblo !o may nt what height above 
the roots the inejisnrenieutH were, taken,

the entire city was threatened with 
destruction last night and but for the 
promptness of county deputies nnd 
armed citizens arriving, the destruction 
would be far more widespread. 


Two men wore killed at the Coi onado 


mine. It now appears that th«y weie 
leaders of the attacking party who were 
shot by the Corouado guard 
They 


were found this morning in a cabin 
near the mine, where at first- it was 
supposed they had been taken by the 
miners of the Coronado. 
Mfiboney 


died to-day. O'Keefe will soon die 
About the same time the Coronado 
was fired, the foreman bf the " Maid of 
Erin" discovered and put out a flre.

Animals' eyes are 
nsed for the heads in fur rugs, and both 
bird and animal oyoa are nsed for many 
other purposes^—for example, for eyes in 
cane and umbrella heads mndo in imi- 
tation of animals, for many kinds of- 
toys and so on. Artificial eyes are also 
m«de for some living animals. It is not 
lumoruinon for horses to have glass eyes 
and dogs arc sometimes provided with 
them. In at least one case a calf has 
been supplied with one, but jnost artifi- 
cial oyos nro for use in mounting nat- 
ural specimens and iu tho manufactur- 
ing uses above referred to.

teers to take this work off their bands, 
adding that he conld easily find 40. A 
young bricklayer and a young laborer 
came forward, but they could not per- 
suade Private Higinbotham.
